Oh the joy of having 
our dearest Father, whom we love with perfect 
trust, and who loves us with an everlasting 
love, always by our side, always attentive, never 
heedless, never out of patience, never stem. 
Oh the joy of feeling our hand clasped ever in 
His strong unweary hand, of knowing His ever- 
lasting arms are beneath us when we are stum- 
bling or sinking in the mire ! Oh the peace 
that floods our soul when we remember that 
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in all the strife and storm of life He is the 
haven where we would be, and is ever with 
us, as a refuge from the tempest and refresh- 
ment in the fierce summer heats — the shadow 
of a great Kock in a thirsty land ! 

"And we are so frail and wavering we cannot 
stand alone ; we try, and bitterly regret our 
hardihood; we are so lonely if left to our- 
selves; we so soon grow sad and faint of 
heart ; we get tired before the sun is well up, 
and despair of finishing our long day's toil : 
so that without our Father we could never 
get on, bub should [fail and perish, sitting 
down despairingly by the road-side before 
ever we came in sight of the goal. Is it not 
well then that we need not stand alone ? Is 
it not a delicious thing to think that we have 
our nearest, dearest, strongest relation always 
at hand— our own Father, who loves us with 
all the pitying tenderness of a father's love ?

But, 
for all this, God is our father, our own real 
Father, and we are His well-beloved sons. 

" And this by a twofold title. 

" First : He is our Father because from Him 
we draw our life : He created us, calling us 
out of nothing by His mere word, and because 
He loved us. 

"Just stop and think of that for a moment. 

"From all eternity God loved each one of 
you, ay, and me, with an ineflfable, and 
measureless love, so deep as to make the ocean 
look shallow beside it, so vast as to dwarf the 
universe, so burning as to make fire itself 
seem icy cold in comparison : this, mind you, 
millions and millions of years before our first 
father Adam was created !

has God loved us and longed for us, and because 
of the greatness of His love and longing He 
has called us out of abacluUe nothing, and 
breathed into us His breath whereof we live, 
and cast around us His fatherly arms, in whose 
strength alone we walk or stand. 

''Let us think of this, I say, and be ashamed 
of ourselves. This is the way God loves us, 
knowing what we are; and how have we 
loved ?

" But there is a second and yet dearer title 
by which we claim God as our Father in very 
truth and deed. 

"Who else is God's Son beside ourselves ?

And He is our elder brother, He and we are 
sons together of the Father, and brethren to one 
another. Jesus Christ and we and the Holy 
Angels make up God's family ; can anything be 
sweeter, lovelier ?
